SEAFARING, 








December 13, 1890, 
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ADRIFT IN SHANGHAI, 


By CHARLES HERON. 


Jontinued. 


IT anticipated in my new work of 
butcher’s assistant some amount of plea- 
sure, and speculated on making the ac- 
quaintance of some pretty cooks, and 
receiving the loving glances of bewitching 
housemaids and the ladies engaged in the 
domestic circle, after the fashion of “ jolly 
butcher boys” in old England. But I was 
doomed to sore disappointment in this 
respect, and in place of my visions of pretty 
girls 1 found that all the cooks, house- 
maids, chambermaids and other domestic 
maids, were Chinamen. At the head of 
each household of any pretensions, there 
was a steward who had the control of affairs 
and who gave orders; in other cases the 
cook gave the orders, and sometimes, but 
very rerely, the fair mistress of the house. 
Having collected the orders we returned, 
and then ended the day’s work as far as 
I was concerned. William, the Chinaman, 
was soon on friendly terms with me, and 
was only too delighted to accede to my 
request that he shculd accompany me as 
guide, and show me the opium shops, 
sing-songs, joss-houses, and other Celestial 
institutions. 

Thus I was enablcd to see a good many 
places which it would have been unsafe for 
an Englishman to visit without such an 
escort. Fach day the prograwme of work 
was much the same, except that as soon 
as I was acquainted with the round of 
duties, there was ro longer any necessity 
for William to accompavy me, and after 
that time I used to go the rounds in a jin- 
rik-sha, a small vehicle with shafts built 
like a gig. and drawn by a man. These 
little carriages are very comfortable, and 
are provided witha hood) to ke: p the sun 
off. ‘They are by rights & Japanese invention, 
but are rapidly superseding the clumsy 
passenger wheelbarrow and the palanquin 
of China. 

The firm kept a number of pigs in a 
bamboo shed and enclosure not far from 
head-quarters, 
one day about three miles to a European 
residence, where he had purchasd a valu- 
able Eoeglish sow to add to his porcine 
col'ection. On arriving, the first thing 
was to capture the animal, snd secure 
one of its hind lege with a line and 
slip-knot. There was a hole in the 
fence of the pig-sty I had to stand in 
front of this while Mr. K. drove the pig 
into a corner. He had nearly brought 
Mrs Dennis to bay, when she suddenly 
charged straight for the hole, and passing 
between my legs, sent me sprawl'ng in the 
mire. 

She was then at large in the garden, and 
it was only after half-an-hour’s desperate 
chase that I succeeded in laying hold of my 
lady's ear. Having secured the string to 
the “ baste’s’’ hind-leg, Mr. Killem drove 
home, leaving me to get there with the pig 
as best IF could. 

I had not preceeded far when my troubles 
began. The porker refused to go towards 
town, and nearly pulled my arms out of 
their sockets in her vain endeavours to go 
the other way. 

After a regular tug-of-war I had gained 
ground, perhaps half a mile, then my

charge laid down and positively refused to 
budge another inch forward or backward. 
I was beginning to wonder how this fresh 
difficulty conld be overcome when a Chinese 
passenger wheelbarrow chanced to be 
passing. I pressed the unwilling China- 
man into my service, and having bound 
Mrs. Dennis with the cord and lashed her 
to one side of the barrow, I mounted the 
other side and bade the man to “makee 
chop chop ” and “ fetchee Shanghai.’ He 
did so, and as our route lay along the 
Mah-loo, and it was late in the afternoon, 
we met the élite of society taking the air in 
their carriages, and, it is meedless for me to 
say, that the spectacle they beheld was 
most droll, and caused much amusement. 
I could not help laughing at the absurd 
position in which I found myself, and am 
glad to state that, although TI could not help 
thinking about “ Home, Sweet Home,” I 
did not allow anything approaching home- 
sickness to get the better of me, and de- 
termined, unaided, to get myself out of this 
extraordinary scrape. I inwardly asked 
myself, ‘‘ What would my dear mother or 
father, or brothers, or sisters, or any other 
of my relations and friends, say and think 
if they could see me now?’’ My only con- 
solation was that they could not. 

I at length brought the porker entrusted 
to my care to Mr. Killem’s, and [ can only 
remark that there was a general outburst 
of laughter when the barrow was brought 
up at the door. 

* There are more ways of killing a dog 
than hanging him,” said I, “and more 
ways of conveying swine than the orthodox 
Hibernian method, even in China.” 

But this is not all about the pigs. It 
appears that the new-comer was an unwel- 
come guest to the commoner Chinese herd 
of swine, and in the course of the night, so 
much disaffection had the intruder raised 
among them, that they had-succeeded in 
making a breach in the shed, and next 
morning were not to be seen in that neigh- 


bourhood. An expedition was promptly’ 


organised and despatched. in search of the 
erring ones. y 

‘he three: ponies weré mounted by 
Sellem, Linton and Bullet, and it was nigh 
on sun-down ere the chase was ended, and 
the herd of swine safely imprisoned in th -ir 
bamboo shed. 

To cut my story short, I will merely add 
that after about two months of this novel 
life, good luck brought me the alternative 
of working my passage home, and I was 
not loath to bid farewell to the pigs, ponies, 
and sheep, or to the firm of Killem & 
Sellem. A few weeks later and I was 
under the paternal roof, - relating my 
experiences a: a butcher's boy with much 
gusto, stimulated by the reflection that 
they were not likely to occur again.

The School Board was inquiring 
why the children had not been to school, and worst 
of all, when you left home in the morning the 
children had no breakfast and you had none your- 
self. Those men when collected down at the 
shipping office, were not like the homeward-bound 
men, and when the owner or the captain met, they 
said, * There’s a few seedy-looking men over there; 
if you can get them for £3 5s., get them. Get 
respectable ones if you can; if you can’t get them 
the others will do.” You men were compelled 
through force of circumstances to accept the 
employer’s terms, because if he asked the first lot 
and they had the means of standing out longer, and 
they refused, he would go to the other men—the 
men whom I have described as being hard up and 
perhaps hungry—and they were compelled to 
accept the owner’s terms, 


THE SHIPOWNERS’ IDEAS OF FREEDOM, 


That is what they call freedom of labour. Do you 
like it. (‘*No.”) What is our freedom? What is 
the agitators’ freedom? The “reptiles’” freedom? 
I will tell you. We go down to the shipping office 
like men. Weareall Union men. We know each 
other, and we can depend upon each other. Per- 
harps ten of us have been round the dock. We 
have got promises of this ship, and we want Union 
wages. A try to make a pull on wages is 
perhaps made, and an attempt to get other men, 
but they are all Union men, and they say, “ There 
is the crew you have picked out; those men you 
must have; we are not going to get the job over 
their heads” (Applause.) That is the difference. 
On the one hand you have freedom of-contract, and 
on the other, com»ination and loyalty to each 
other. It is better for you that you should be com- 
bined together, and it is better for you that you 
are getting a fair rate of wages. We have got 
perfect freedom, and we are satisfied with that; 
but the owners say you have not got freedom. 
They want to bring you back to the old state of 
affairs that they can have you at their own price, 
I feel sure you men will not go back to that state 
of affairs. (‘‘No.”) Why do they want this? 
They tell you they do not intend to pull upon the 
wages. They are satisfied to pay the wages. At 
the same time, and in the same breath, they tell 
the people that they cannot afford to sail their 
ships on account of the wages being so high, and 
that if there is no reduction in wages they will 
have to lay up theirships. They want to get you 
men back into your disorganised state, and as soon 
as they get you there they will reduce your wages 
303., or, perhaps, £2 a month to make up for what 
they have been paying you the last two years. 
(‘* Shame.”) 


AN EMPTY THREAT. 


Well, don’t say shame before Ihave done; they 
will starve before we will. (Hear, hear.) They 
are going on with this big scheme of starvation. 
They are going to lay up a couple of millions of 
tons of vessels, and throw out of work a lot of 
sailors and firemen; let us look how far this starva- 
tion wiilgo. if they lay up two millions of tons, 
they will stop a lot of the imports into this country, 
and alot of these imports consist of champagne, 
and many other luxuries that we do not indulgein; 
aud as soon as ever they try tocut off your supplies 
they will naturally cut off their own. When it comes 
to a question of starvation I believe we shall beat 
them, because they have systematically put you 
men in training for many years. To use a sailor’s 
and firemen’s expression, “they have learned you 
to live on the smell of an oil rag.” (Laughter and 
applause.) When it comes to general starvation, I 
am inclined to believe they will cry out for food 
long before you will, They forget this fact, that 
they can only lock out the whole of the sailors and 
firemen in England, and while doing this thousands 
of our fellows are earning money abroad, and will 
not be dependent upon them, because funds will 
still come into our Union which will maintain our 
men; and if we cannot get their ships, we will run 
run a few of our own. (Cheers.) Therefore, we 
have no need to fear their threat of starvation. 
(Hear, hear.) We are in a st:ong positionas faras 
the starvation question is concerned,.but there is 
another pointyet. They cannot lay up two millions 
of ‘onnsge. Only five months ago I suggested the 
laying up of 600,000 tons. They did not see 
it then, and they cannot see it now. If 
they lay up two millions it is just the thing 
we want.. They cannot serve our purposes 
better, because it is whilst that tonnage 
is withdrawn ther? would be an opportunity of im- 
proving the freight market. In consequence of 
scarcity rates would improve, and as soun as the 
rates improved the shipowners would start running 
their ships, and we would go in for another advance 
of wages, (Applausze,) 





ONLY ONE THING TO FEAR—A WARNING. 


There is one thing to fear, and this is most impor- 
tant. Ido not fear the Shipowners’ Federation. I 
do not fear their money. If they had all the wealth 
in the world at their back I do not care that much 
for it, but I do care for you men—(hear, hear—and 
the only thing we have got to fear is desertion from 
ourranks. If you men were to go over ina boly 
to the Shipowners’ Federation that would very soon 
put me out of sight. Unless we have the men we 
are no use, and it is the men that we have got to 
depend upon. I warn you men under no circum- 
stances to go near the Shipowners’ Federation. 
They will try to induce you to go there. They are 
getting fine offices with large gold letters “ Shipping 
Federation, Limited, Registered Offices for Sailors 
and Firemen,” and all they are going to charge you 
is 1s. a month, or 1s. to sign your name, and 6d. a 
month, and then that money is going to support, 
according to the Cardiff newspapers, the boa-ding- 
masters. (Laughter.) That is very strange. The 
classes who have given evidence before the Royal 
Commission condemning those very men (andI can 
prove it from the evidence of the last Royal Com- 
mission, where Col. Hill and other shipowners gave 
evidence condemning boarding-masters), are trying 
to float a scheme where you have to pay your 6d. a 
month to support people whoa few years ago they 
condemned as the worst robbers in the world. (A 
voice, “So they are now”) It will show you how 
low and how meen are these people who call them- 
selves shipowners, who will stoop to mingle with 
thieves and rogues, and ex-convicts, who will 
employ men and pay them to ruin the character of 
any man, and who dare to defend the rights of 
sailors and firemen. I have got evidence in 
writing, where some of the largest shipowners have 
given cheques to men without any character, to go 
round the country to libel and slander me, to tell 
bad and deliberate falsehoods. 


LOYALTY TO THE UNION THE CURE FOR 
ALL EVILS. 


I say, men, believe me, your salvation rests with 
yourselves, You can have either perfect freedom, 
and a fair share of the profits of labour, you can 
have improved accommodation on board ship, 
better food on board, and more safety for your 
ship, if you choose to have them. and you can get 
them by your Union. (Cheers.) On the other hand, 
you can go to these gilded offices, you can write 
your name in their books, and then you will find in 
five years, aye, two years from now, you will be ina 
worse position than you were. We have only 
askei for a small portion of justice, and are you 
men after doing all this work, after spending your 
time and money upon your Union, going to disband 
yourselves and” go back to the people who have 
been worse than the Egyptian taskmasters 
were in days of old. Iask you men to decide 
whether you are going to have the freedom 
of the Sailors’ an Firemen’s Union. I don’t 
want you to be led away by any speech I or 
others may make. Consider the matter carefully, 
Ask yourselves the question. Is Mr. Wilson right 
or are the shipowners right? (Loud cries of “ Mr. 
Wilson.”) We shall have to decide that, and when 
you have once decided so, I want you to be in 
earnest on the question the same as I am myself, 
because if I go to Bristol and other ports and make 
a speech, it is very well while it lasts to be 
enthusiastic. We want something more than that. 
We want you to.be so serious in your minds that 
when I leave here 1 can depend upon every man 
standing loyally to the Union.- I want you all to 
think and feel that as much responsibilty rests 
upon you in maintaining your Union, as does upon 
myself. In fact, I want you to feel you are a 
general secretary in yourselves—({laughter) —and 
that the Union depends entirely upon you. If you 
all feel like that and will work like that, I will see 
that the shipowners and all the scabs will go to the 
wall, (Applause.) 1 thank you very much for the 
patient hearing you have given me to-night, and I 
hope you will weigh over these matters in your 
minds. (Loud cheers.)

Wilson delivered a lecture on ‘‘ Shipping Federation 
and Free Labour Unions.” Mr. Charles Dog 
president of the Trades Council, presided, aaj 
there was a large audience. The Chairman 
opening the proceedings, said that the object 
of the meeting was to form public opinin 
on a matter which might in a few monty 
possibly assume a very grave aspect. The Sailow’ 
Union starting three years ago had now grown 
into a flourishing society which numbered a 
thing close upon 100,0(0 members, and had oy

something about £2,000. He then referred to th, 
various benefits which the Union had conferred 
upon its members, and especially in the matte 
of wages, which before the Union wa 
formed were from £3 6s. to £3 10s, anj 
now ranged from £4 15s. to £5 per month 
a very suhstantial gain, and one which the sailors 
might be proud of. In sailing ships the wages 
formerly were from £2 5s. to £2 10s., and nop 
they averaged £3 10s. per month. This success of 
the Union had made the employers form a so-callaj 
Free Labour Union, for the purpose of crushing the 
Sailors’ Union. The sailor, in the course of his 
employment, risked his life for his employe, 
who repaid this risk by a threat to break up the 


Union ; and their object that night was to put befor 


them facts, so that they might see on which side 
justice lay, and every body would agree that the men 
who risked their lives in their employers’ sq. 
vice were deserving of a fair payment in retun, 
and the wages paid before the Union was formal 
were certainly inadequate. In corclusion, he said 
that unless men could bind themselves together 
they would never be able to hold their own against 
the great capitalists of to-day. (Applaase,)—Mr, 
J. H. Wilson, in addressing the meeting, sii 
the shipowners were compelled to federate to 
gether to protect themselves, He did not object 
to this, and hoped that they would all federate, 
and the more they federated the more le 
would like it, because they must remembe 
that there were blacklegs amongst the employer 
as well as the workmen. By the employen 
binding together they (the sailors) would k 
much better able to confer with them wha 
they met in conference with them, because they 
well knew they represented the rank and file of 
the employers, and he did not think the workmen 
had anything to fear when the employers tooksuch 
a kindly interest in our welfare that they stroveto 
build up their Free Labour Unions, (A voice:

CORK STRIKE. 


RELEASE OF CREWS. 

At eight o’clock on Saturday morning the crews 
of thess. Lee and Shandon were released after 
undergoing a sentence of a month’s imprisonment 
fora breach of their articles, consisting in leaving 
their vessels and disobeying the commands of their 
officers. 

They were met outside the gaol by about 400 of 
the employés of the Steam Packet Company on 
strike, including a deputation from the. Passage 
West Working Men’s Society, with their president, 
Mr. Murphy, and received a very hearty recep- 
tion on theirrelease. They all then marched in a

He said they were all there that morning to wel- 
come the crews of the Lee and Shandon after 
spending a month in Her Majesty’s prison, and from 
what those men had stated to him, if it were six 
months they were prepared to doit for the organisa- 
tion which had done so much in improving the 
condition of the seafaring community in the 
country. (Applause.) It was no wonder that that 
spirit should animate them when they looked back 
at their condition in the past, unorganised and 
the prey of the vultures who would ex- 
tract as much as they possibly could out of 
them and pay them as little as they possibly 
could, (Hear, hear.) The Seamen’s Union, which 
was how established about three years, had in that 
short space of time completely revolutionised the 
condition of its members; it had raised their 
wages in the first place from 10 to 50 per cent., 
and had done away with innumerable disabilities 
and hardships they were labouring under formerly.

GRAIN IN BULK.—Shipmasters will do well to 
be thoroughly conversant with the law that regu- 
lates the carrying of grain on board ship. At this 
season of the year the prosecutions for offences 
against this law are numerous, and pretty heavy 
punishment isin most cases meted out tothe unfortu- 
nate offenders. The captain of the steamer Cen- 
turion, Mr. Thomas Ross, was fined, Dec. 8, at 
Sunderland, £30 and costs for carrying 530 tons of 
rye in bulk in the ’tween decks, contrary to the 
Carriage of Grain Act. He admitted the offence, 
but said he had taken every possible precaution, 
and his vessel was a new one and especially adapted 
for carrying grain. 

Tue Loap-Linz Act.--In the House of 
Commons, Dec. 6, Mr, Gourley asked the President 
of the Board of Trade the nature of the instruc- 
tions issued to the Board of Trade surveyors 
relative to the new load-line law, and whether he 
was aware that doubts existed regarding its applica- 
tion or otherwise to vessels already sailing and 
marked under Lloyd’s freeboard rules. Sir M. 
Hicks-Beach, in reply, said: The instructions to 
surveyors include the tables of the Load-Line Com- 
mittee, with a memorandum on the application of 
the:e, and directions as to the course to be followed 
when owners apply for load-lines to be fixed by 
the Board of Trade. The provisions of the law 
apply to all British vessels, whether previously 
marked by Lloyd’s or not, and I have not heard of 
any real difficulties having arisen in the matter. 
Mr. Akers-Douglas, M.P., has informed a deputa- 
tion of shipowners that his representations to the 
President of the Board of Trade in reference to the 
Load-Line Act, had been so far successful that he 
had induced the Board to issue an official notice 
relieving all shipowners from the liability of haviag 
their vessels detained under the Act of 1890 in all 
cases where application for the assignment of a 
load-line had been made before that date, 





SHIP OFFICERS AND THE 
OWNERS’ FEDERATION, 


A Hull shipmaster has sent for publication the 
the following letter, which has appeared in the 
Shields Daily News :— 

“ Sir,—On perusing the article relating to the 
above federation, I find assertions there that ne2d, 
in the cause of justice, to be contradicted. The 
different secretaries distinctly state that their 
object is to protect the masters and officers in their 
respective Unions from being coerced into joining 
the Seamen’s Union. I positively assert that there 
has never been one single instance in the northern 
ports of forcing a master or a mate to join the 
Seamen’s Union. The assertion is without founda- 
tion. Who is using the most coercion? Is it not 
the shipowners ? who tell their masters and mates 
if they join the Union of Shipmasters and Officers 
of Great Britain and Ireland they will incur instant 
dismissal, and enforce their arguments by repre- . 
senting it as a Seamen’s Union. Certainly it is a 
Seamen’s Union, but expressly for seamen who 
hold certificates of competency as master, 
Ist or 2nd mate. We have to prove . our- 
selves seamen before we can obtain a certi- 
ficate. Let the deputat:on of secretaries re- 
presenting the shipmasters of Liverpool, Glasgow, 
and Sunderland, sent to London to meet the 
Owners’ Federation, speak the plain and honest 
truth. The Sailors’ Unioc will not allow anyone 
with a certificate to become a member unless he 
happens to be an unfortunate, and sailing before 
the mast. The coercion complained of is this—the 
seamen and firemen refusing to sign articles until 
the master and mates join the Union of Ship- 
masters and Officers of Great B:itain and Ireland. 
Why have the seamen taken this step? To try 
and lift up masters and mates from their lowly 
position. Hitherto they have been downtrodien, 
and have long seen the necessity of a Union among 
themselves. I mean a Trade Union similar to sea- 
going engineers. But fear of the owners has kept 
them back. The seamen know it only too weil, 
so they say—Form a Union, get it registered, and 
we will give you every assistance to make it a 
success. That assistance has been given in some 
of the northern ports, and is called coercion. 

“ Let the owners federate, then they will be able 
to keep a steadier rate of freights and not blackleg 
each other as hitherto. The masters complain that 
the chief engineer is better paid by £2 per month 
than they are. In some cases the first mate has 
from £2 10s. to £3 per month less than the second 
engineer. What isthe reason? One single word, 
‘Combination, Nine out of ten masters and 
mates are heart and soul with the Union, but are 
afraid to join of their own free will, for fear of losing 
employment, and in many cases have hinted 
that coercion is necessary. The federation of Sbip- 
masters represents 7,0U0 certificates. There still 
renain over 50,000 to gather in. Then come to the 
fold voluntarily. Do not wait to be c erced, shake 
off your fetters and fear, Take a lesson from the 
engineers, take a lesson from the seamen and fire- 
men. See what they have done for themselves 
financially. When I say themseives, I mein also 
their wives and families, and please remember, like 
the owners, that unity is strength. Trusting you 
will insert this in your valuab'e paper.—I aun, Sir, 
yours respectfully,—MAasTeR MARINER.”

Is the Engineers’ Gazette the official 
organ of the Marine Engineers’ Union? 
That it was we are aware, but as in the 
current number of that publication there are 
letters regretting the decision of the general 
eouncil regarding it, and protesting against 
the discontinuance of the Gasette as a 
calamity, it looks as if the general council 
had decided to propose to withdraw, or had 
withdrawn, its support from the Gazette.

Till the Hngineers’ Gaeette hailed the 
Shipowners’ Federation as a friend, it was a 
most useful publication—so useful that the 
Marine Engineers knew their own interests 
better than t» cease to support it, but after 
the Gazette greeted the Shipowners’ Federa- 
tion with such effusive affection, it may well 
be that the Union considered its usefulness 
at anend. Be thisas it may, we are glad 
to notice symptoms of the Gazette regaining 
its senses, as it musters up sufficient 
courage to take the Shipowners’ Federation 
mildly to task for prosecuting Mr, Jones, 
an assistant commissioner of the Marine 
Engineers’ Union at West Hartlepool, 
before a Bench of shipowning magistrates, 
for a little chaff, which was absurdly called 
“ intimidation.” 





That the Shipping Federation is simply a

WRECK AND. LOSS OF LIFE, 
*°" SUFFERINGS OF SURVIVORS. 

The Pacific steamship John Hider arrived at 
Plyniouth’on Dec: 8, having among her passengers 
fiveseamen, the survivors. of the Seatoller, Captain 
Jennings, of Liverpool, which had been wrecked 
nearStaten Island...The Seatoller was steering for 
St. John's, Point, Staten Island, when about four 
d¢lock in the morning land was reported on the 
starboatd-bow, and :oon after the ship struck on tie 
rocks three or four times with great violence, and at 
once began to settle down. Hvge seas broke over 
het with suoh foree that in a very short time nine of 
the Crew were swept off the ship and drowned. The 
capthinand five others were driven for refuge into 
DE EERE: where they remained ali the next day 
and night exposed to the full fury of the storm. 
Ciptaia Jennings altimately determined on trying to 
swimito the'shore, and for this purp 8 4 rope was 
fastened -round his. body. He had scatcely 
jumped into the sea, however, when the waves 
dashed him against the rocks and he was kiiled 
Thesurvivors succeeded in re:ching the shore, when 
they found they had to climbayresipice a thousand 
feet: high.

The latter ws so hervily ironed and 
thackled for 32 hours that he wus unable to 
walk, id not for a day or two regain the use of 
his. limbs, ‘The. men were afterwards transferred 
to the transport Vid/ano, where they were similarly 
Wed beving to work hard throughont the day, 
and to sleep on the wet decks without any covering 
by Bight.°"On the transport arriving at Sandypoint 
they were sent to the Consul, who provided them 
with clothing and food, ard sent them home in’the 
John Elder.

SEAMEN. 


The-Goast Seamen’s Union held aspecial meeting 
Nov. 20 to consider the report of its delegates to 
the Glasgow Seamen’s Congress, It was deve'oped 
at the meeting that the San Francisco delegates 
feel sure that a grand world’s Federation is a cer- 
tain thing in. the future. Tbe delegates reported 
that the Seamen’s Unions on the Atlantic coast did 
not favour immediately undertaking the inter- 
national project, but were anxious to form a 
National Federation, with perhaps an international 
affiliation afterwards. This seemed to be the idea 
of most. American Unions. On this account a 
National Federation will first be formed. The 
American delegates: were assured that in case of 
any trouble their Unions would receive the financial 
and moral support.of the English organisation. As 
the English Union is a splendidly disciplined body 
of 100,000 men, its support would mean something 
tangible. In their travels through the East the 
delegates found the Atlantic organisation to be new 
but pomising, with Branches in all the principal 
ports. The B ston Branch is the best. In New 
York the seafaring population is so shifting as to 
be hird to organise. The whole Atlantic Union 
numbers about 6,000 men. One signal feature of 
the work of the Atlantic Union is that it has 
aivanced w»ges 50 per cent. in the past year. New 
Orleais is thoroughly organised. The Union there 
has absolute control of ali the shipping interests, and 
that state of things meets with the approval of the 
shipowners. Perfect harmony’ prevails, and both 
owners and seamen are faring well. The Seamen’s 
Unio. of the great lakes is fcrmed as a District 
Assemb y of the Knights of Labour, It isnow very 
prosperous, although up tothe Jast season it had a 
great deal of trouble with the Cleveland (O) ship- 
owners, This last season a better und-rstanding 
has been reached. All the American Unions visited 
wer2 heartily in favour of an American Federation, 
aud before spring one will cértainly be formed. The 
enterprise of the San Francisco Coast Seamen's 
Union in sending three men on such a long and 
eXpensive journey has been the subject of much 
praise from all the Unions visited, as well as from 
the Glasgow Congress. 


WRECK OF P &% O. STEAMER, 
COWARDLY CONDUCT OF THE LASCAR 
OREW. ° 


The P. and O. steamer Nepaul stranded on the 
Shagstone Rock, off Plymouth Sound, on the night 
of Dec. 10, Tugs went out to try and tow the 
steamer off, but without success: As soon as the 
ship struck, the Lascars 1ushed to one boat and 
lowere1 it, instead of helping to lower the others. 
They jumped precipitately into the boat, filling and 
neatly capsizing it. They then cut the boat adrift, 
so that no one else could approach them. The 
officers and the white seamen transferred the 
passengers in safety to the pilot cutter, and then 
the European sailors left the vessel in charge of the 
ofiicers, The chief and second engineers feared 
that the ship would blow up, because the water 
was getting into the fires. They therefore put out 
the fires, turned off steam, and worked a powerful 
donkey-engine on ceck as a pump. The water 
continued to enter with overpowering violence, and 
it was perceived that unless the Nepaul would rise 
with the tide, she would be submerge? at high tide, 
which was at four o'clock on Dec. 11. At that 
hour the vessel did not move. She was fixed on 
the rock, and was full to the main deck. All 
attempts to tow her off were then abandoned, and 
it was believed she would become a total wreck. 














A SCAFFOLD attached to the ste:mer Oftama, in 
course of construction in Stephens’s shipbuilding 
yard, Glasgow, gave way on Dec. 10, and six men 
fella distance of 20 feet.

AssaubuT.—At the Huil Police Court on Dec. 5, 
William Dunbar, second mate of the steamer Dean, 
of Dandee, attended on a summons for assaulting 
tmil Carl Jochim Christiansen, in the Mediter- 
rannean, on Nov. 6.

A conte-t of vast importance is in progress at 
the present time in the City of Cork. The com- 
bined forces of Capital and, so-called, Law and 
Order have put forward their utmost exertions to 
crush the organisations of the Sailors and Firemen 
and the Dock Labourers, but so far they have not 
succeeded, 

Since the formation of the Dock Labourers’ Union 
in Cork, the men who became members of it have 
been subjected toasystem of petty persecution and 
beycotting, which caused, an intensity of feeling 
that will be readily understood by those who have 
experienced the mean and contemptible methods 
adopted by grinding Capitalists towards their em- 
ploycs, whenever they tind them combining together 
for their mutual btnefit. Appeal after appeal was 
made tothe Company’srepresentatives to remove the 
grievanves complained of, but with the one result. 
The men, exasperated by the persistent attacks that 
were made upon them, and the contempt with which 
their appeals were treated, determined to bear 
their condition no longer, and, as the only chance of 
redress left to them, struck work on the 30th of 
Octoter. 

Yhe Sailors and Firemen, knowing the Dock 
Labourers had a just cause for their action, refused 
to man the vessels laden or discharged by the social 
lepers generaliy called “Scabs” or “ Blacklegs.” 
For their manly and self-sacrificing concuct sixty 
seamen are immured in Cork County Gaol. 

The present rulers of Great Britsin and Ireland, 
to make sure that the sturdy Corkonians would not 
escape the full penalty of the law, sent down to 
Cork their faithful henchman, Cecil Roche, R.M., 
who acted as judge and pros: cutor in the trials of 
the Seamen for breach of contract and combination. 
'To those who are not acquainted with Roche’s per- 
formances on the Bench the following incident may 
give an instructive insight : — 

One of the defendants (a seaman named Collins), 
who suffers from defective hearing, did not answer 
10 his name when it was first called, for the simple 
reason that he did not hear it. 

Whcn the call was several times repeated, and 
Collins became aware of it, he answered, in a loud 
voice, ‘* Cuming.” Mr. Roche called him forward 
to answer for his conduct. ‘Your Worship, 1 am 
dull of hearing,” was the plain, simple, and truthful 
answer, but it wasn’t sufficient to satisfy Roche. 
Seven days for contempt of Court! Such is a 
specimen of the law as administered to Trade 
Unionists in Ireland. The main object of the Cork 
Steam Packet Company was, an‘ is, to break the 
solidarity of the men. The prosecutions through- 
out were conducted insucha manner that only men 
of iron-witi could face them with courage and 
reso‘ution—gualities which the men of Cork have 
abundantly exhibited to the chagrin and disappoint- 
ment of their relentless per: ecutors, 

Having gone to the full extent of the law, as ad- 
ministered by Roche & Company, without achieving 
their object, the Cork Steam Packet Comvany have 
now to fali back upon the last resources of their 
face-grinding class—the “Scab” and the “ Money- 
bag.” With these forces they hope to break the 
spirit of the men who contemnued their threats and 
their prosecutions, and eventually reduce the City of 
Cork to the degraded position of a “ Blackleg 
Port.” We believe there is sufficient spirit in the 
‘Trade Unionists of the United Kingdom to avert 
the disgrace that would attach to their name if 
knowingly they permitted their fellow-workers, 
who have sacrificed so much for the principle of 
combination, to be starve’ isto submission by the 
wmivions of the ShIpping Federation. 

Firm in this belief, we appeal with confidence 
to all lovers of justice to assist to defeat the 
nefarious attempt of the Cork Steam Packet Com- 
pany to crush the Sailors’ and Firemen’s and Dock 
Labourers’ Unions,

A GLASGOW correspondent reports nearly fifty 
vessels are frozen in, in different ports of» Prince 
Edward’s Island, by reason of detention occasioned 
by the late storm. 


THE Naval Wxhibition Company have agreed to 
take over from the Chelsea Commissioners the 
grounds lately occupied by the Military Exhibition, 
and an additional five acres to be made into a lake. 


Mr B. Coy ez, late steward of the Cunard steamer 
Umbria, who has just been appointed chief steward 
of the s.s. Ympress of India, was on Dec 5, at. Liver- 
pool, presented with a gold chain by his late ship- 
mates. 


At Sunderland, T. Ross, master of the steamer 
Centurion, was charged with having carried 530 
tons of rye in bulk in his ‘tween decks. He pleaded 
guilty, but sumitted that he had taken all possible 
precautions to keep the rye from shifting. The 
Bench fined him £30 and costs. 


THE Calypso, which sank off Sandgate, after 
having been in collision last week, remains in an 
upright position in about eight fathoms of water, 
and appears to be undisturbed. The genera! opinion 
is that she cin be floated. 


In the Admiralty Court on Dec. 8, £560 as salvage 
was awarded to the master and crew of the tug 
Harwich, the coxswains and crews of the steam 
lifeboat Duke of Northumberland, and the lifeboat 
Reserve, No. 3, for salvage services rendered to the 
Achilles, steamer, which went on the Shipwash on 
Oct. 20. 


THE captain of the ship Glenmorag, from Glasgow 
to Sen Francisco, spoken at sea, reported that 
Robert Norton, A.B., fell from the top of the for- 
ward house. severely injuring his shoulder. William 
Maitland, 18, of Maitland, N.S., aad a Japanese 
named Wapgo, were washed off the jibboom and 
drowned. 


THE appeal.case arising out of a collision between 
the steamers Vendonwra and Haswell, off Whitby, 
in Sept., 1888, whereby the latter vessel was sunk, 
and judgment in her favour had been given by the 
Admiral!ty Court, who found the Vendomora 
absoiutely to blame, was on Dec. 5 dismissed by the 
House of Lords. 


THE forthcoming report of the United States 
Commissioner of Navigation will deal with several 
subjects arising out of the deliberations of the 
International Maritime Conference, including a 
uniform load-line, which “ will not hamper honest 
shippers and owners.” Uniformity in tonnage 
measurement is also urged. 


In the action in the Admiralty Division in con- 
nection with the collision between the steamships 
Cleddy and Isle of Cyprus, off St. Catherine’s Point, 
on Dec. 20, 1889, when the Cleddy sank in about 
20 minutes, and one of her boats containing 11 men 
capsized and was lost with all hands, the Court 
arrived at the conclusion that the Jsle of Cyprus 
was alone to blame. 


BanGor's WanTS.—The inquest at Bangor on the 
remains of the Jate Lord Cantelupe, who was 
drowned in Belfast Lough on Nov. 7, resulted in the 
jury returning a verdict of accideatal drowning, 
The jury added*that if there had been a rocket 
apparatus at Bangor deceased’s life would have been 
saved, and expressed the opinion that it was scan- 
dalous that Bangor was without .either lifeboat or 
rocket apparatus. 


THE following is the text of the Bill to prevent 
the deck‘loading of )timber in winter:—“ Be it 
enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the advicéand consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the authority 
of the same, as follows:—1. From and after the 
thirty-first day of October one thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety-one the twenty-fourth section of 
the Merchant Shipping Act, 1876 (which relates to 
timber déck-loads in winter), shall be amended as 
follows :--(i.) In sub-section (c) the words ‘to a 
height exceeding three feet above the deck’ 
shall be repealed ; (ii.) Any wood goods carried in 
contravention of the said section as hereby amended 
shall be forfeited to her Majesty, and may b2 seized 
and detained by any officer of Customs or officer of 
the Board of Trade without prejudice to any 
prosecution or other proceeding for a penalty. This 
Act may be cited as the Merchant Shipping Act, 
1891.” This Bill is backed by Messrs. Howell, 
Broadhurst, Oremer, Fenwick, Pickard, Miller,

You will 
observe from the copy documents which are sent 
herewith that they refused to proceed to sea on 
account of the alleged unseaworthiness of the 
vessel through overloading, and that they were 
sentenced to 10 weeks’ imprisonment with hard 
labour, but that the rentence was subsequertly 
remitted by His Excellency the Governor after a 
memorial by the captain and officers of the vessel 
had been presented.

-Mr. Plimsoll, in a brief speech, said that 
Mr. Wilson and he were working hard in the 
interests of the seamen, and they hoped that the 
evSuing session would be as fruitful asthe last one, 
Mr. Fitzgerald spoke of what he termed the 
capitalist conspiracy, and complained that the men 
concerned in the recent labour dispute in Australia 
had been grossly misrepresented. — In the future the 
working men of Australia would fight their battle 
with the capitalists through the ballot-box. Mr. 
Plimsoll: That is what, the working men must do 
here. Mr. Goodman (secretary) said that.he had 
written to the officials of the London and North- 
Western Railway Company, asking whether it ‘was 
not possible that, by the good offices of the. Trades 
Council, an end might be put to the unhappy dis- 
pute at the Garston Docks, but the authorities had 
not deigned to reply. The Garston delegates having 
spoken, a resolution of sympathy was passed. 


The Bootle Branch held their usual weekly meet- 
ing on Tuesday night last at the new: premises,-133, 
Derby-road, Mr. W. Nicholson in the chair. After 
the ordinary formalities, Mr. E. Edwards moved 
that the very best thanks of the scamén and. fire- 
men of Bootle be tendered to Sir Michael. Hicks- 
Beach for the many services he has rendered to the 
seamen of this country in supporting legislation of 
a beneficial character, with a view to protecting 
their lives and interests, and also for his firm 
administration of the Load-Line Act. This was 
seconded by Mr. Hepburn, supported by Mr. Roach, 
and carried unanimously and with cheers. For the 
second time the election of officers was gone 
through, Mr, O’Hare, as president, receiving 16 
votes more, making 30 votes altogether. Mr. Lynas 
as vice-presideut, receiving 14 votes, making 25 
votes to his credit. Mr. Connorty, as secretary, 
received 15 votes, making a total of 29 votes, Mr. 
J. Burns and J. Hendry as outside delegates, 
received 15 votes more, making 29 votes each. Mr. 
P. McGee and Mr. J. Mountain had their names 
added to the list of nominations as committee-men, 
and received 14 voteseach. The nominees forcom- 
mittee, proposed and seconded last meeting-night, 
received 13 votes more each man. | Mr. Turkington 
received 18 votes for treasurer. Mr. Anderson, Mr. 
Parkin, and Mr. . Winterburn were proposed and 
seconded as trustees, 18 votes each. As district 
secretary, Mr. Nicholson received 18 votes, Aftera 
hearty vote of thanks to the chair, the meeting 
adjourned.

Some discussion took place 
in reference to so many contribution lists being 
opened on behalf of our members who had met 
with accidents; also for some of their wives who 
have been left with large families. Mr. Brooks 
considered that if all members were to join the 
Sick and Burial Fund, there would be no need of 
having so many lists opened. A few remarks were 
then made by Mr. Gardner in reference to the con- 
stitution of Branches in foreign ports, a movement 
which he said we ought to welcome with pride. 
The object in view was to fix a rate of wage equiva- 
lent to our own, and this would prevent ship- 
owners from taking vessels by the run to Con- 
tinental ports, and then ship men at a less rate of 
wage. Complaint was made by a member against 
the captain of the s.s. Cycle, for not having 
casing placed over the wheel, whereby the member 
had lost two of his fingers, and wished to know if 
he could not claim recompense. Our secretary 
said he was sorry to say that the Employers’ 
Liability Act did rot extend to seamen, but the 
time would come when the same advantage will 
be reaped by them as other labourers now enjoyed, 


NEWCASTLE-ON-TYNE BRANCH.

§1n,—Having read Doctor Leet’s remarks at the 
Oongress on the drink curse amongst our class, 
kindly allow me'space to say a few words on the 
subject. I myselfama total abstainer, and have 
been s0 all my life, therefore have had every oppor- 
tunity of seeing the deplorable straits to which 
drink has brought many of my shipmates. But do 
not think for a moment that because I am a total 
abstainer myself that I would wish to make every 
ose else $o. Far fromit. I believe that drink was 
sent into the world for use “but not abuse.” At 
the same time it must be acknowledged that those 
who drink least. are the. best off. With regard to 
establishing fines for the drunkard, that has already 
been gone into pretty freely by some masters. I 
have seen men fined as much as four days’ pay for 
being drunk and absent without leave, but it has 
had no impression whatever upon the offender. I 
do believe that if masters could be prevailed upon 
to report cases of drunkenness to the Seamen’s 
Union it would have a better effect, for a man does 
not care to be hauled up before his Branch and dis- 
graced in the eyes of his mates. Ifthe shipowners 
are so anxious to convert Jack into a sober law- 
abiding individual, let them take steps towards 
improving his condition by converting his 
now filthy den into a place fit for human beings to 
live in. Then the seamen and firemen will be 
inclined to look upon their ship as a home, and 
spend many hours on board that are now spent in 
the public house, and places far worse. And can 
you wonder at men being anxious to turn their 
backs upon such pig holes as are provided for our 
accommodation? Any change is preferable to 
being cooped up in a place that is not only badly 
lighted and: insufficiently ventilated, but filthy 
withal. I have been in several steamers where the 
sailors have never had time allowed them to wash 
out their forecastle, and the only time it has been 
cleaned during the voyage has teen by the watch- 
man while in harbour, and then it has been done 
during the night, and allowed to dry while the 
crew were in their beds. I wonder what the 
master would say if his steward was to wash out 
his berth while he was in his bed? But, of 
course, masters are different flesh and blood to sea- 
men and firemen,. The public have (through the 
press representing the shipowners) always been led 
to look upon Jack as a dissatisfied, growling, 
ungratetul individual, who is never satisfied, how- 
ever well he may be treated. One paper 
the other day, alluding to the seamen, said 
that we could not be got to take any 
interest in our ship, and that our only stady 
appeared to be to get over the voyage by doing as 
little work as possible, in return for which we were 
determined to grind out of the ill-used shipowners 
wages that are ruinous considering the present 
state of trade. In answer to that I may say that 
if shipowners expect men to take an interest in 
their property, they must first set about improving 
our sprreundings by giving us a few of those com- 
forts that are lavished on the after end of the ship. 
Then, and not till then, will they get steady reliable 





men who will stay in their ships and take an 
interest in doing their duty. Some of our Parlia- 
mentary shipowners are very kind in contributing 
to the sailors’ comfort on shore. Some even go so 
far as to build us sailors’ rests, and supply us with 
books, dominoes, and draughts. But why, after 
sending us to sea to drag out ‘a ‘miserable 
existence in a filthy den not fit for pigs to live’ in, 
does the shipowner take such a deep interest in us on 
our arrival in port? The answer is not far to look 
for. Wait until the general election. Zhen attend 
some of these shipowners’ political meetings; there 
you will hear his generosity paraded before the 
public—how he gave £100 this chgrity, and £50 to 
another, and how he presented the seamen with 
a reading-room, Of course the shipowner does 
not tell this to the public himself. ‘It is said 
in glowing terms by one of his supporters, while he 
(the shipowner) sits on the platform all smiles and 
graces trying to make you believe that he would 
sooner they did not mention such things. This is 
how the shipowner buys his public popularity, by 
laying foundation stones, opening bazaars, and 
giving sums of money to different charities that 
ought to be paid to his seamen in wages. The 
shipowners are beginning to be alarmed at the 
strides we are making through the power of our 
Union, and they are beginning to formulate schemes 
that have for their motive the breaking up of our 
Union. They try to frighten us with their free 
labour schemes, and their gigantic combinations 
with imaginary millions of capital. They have 
even stooped so low as to take by the hand bogus 
societies that have been floated by gaol birds and 
adventurers, Therefore, brothers of the National 
Union, it behoves every one of us, who has the 
welfare of our Union at heart, to stand shoulder to 
shoulder manfully in its defence. For remember, 
should they again get the whip hand of us, we 
shall then be in reality, what one of the ship- 
owners’ representatives called us a short time ago, 
“Worse than Russian serfs.”—I remain, Sir,

FINES AND THEIR CAUSES, 
To the Editor of “ Seataring,” 


DEAR SiR,—Had your correspondent “ Knight of 
the Hand Rag” taken the trouble to inform himself 
of the true facts on which the members of the 
Glasgow Branch based their decision in reference 
to the conduct of the crew of the s.s. City of Dublin. 
I venture to say he would not have penned so un- 
warranted an attack as that which appeared in last 
week’s issue. Seeing our friend hails from Liver- 
pool, he must be aware that for a considerable time 
back much dissatisfaction had been expressed 
throuzh the Branch secretaries of that port that a 
uniform rate of wages did not exist in eastern- 
going steamers from Glasgow and Liverpool, as 
much friction had been generated in the “ City and 
Henderson lines ” between the crews on board those 
steamers, owing to a portion of them signing 
articles in Glasgow at £1 5s. and the remaining 
number signing at Liverpool for £4 10s. The 
Glasgow Branch being quite alive to the mischief 
and dissension engendered thereby, again and again 
interposed with the view of bringing about the 
desired reconciliation of parties by asking the 
Companies’ officials at this port to declare a uniform 
rate at both ports. This arrangement was ulti- 
mately conceded about’ the end of August, and 
although the old rate of £4 5s. has occasionally 
been read out since, in every case where the crew 
demurred the standard rate has invariably been 
granted without leaving the shipping office counter. 
The City of Dublin men must have been perfectly 
aware of the new arrangement, as it is sufficiently 
ventilated in Glasgow, but it seems to me they 
adopted the cld policy of leaving the fighting of the 
battle to be done by the “fellow on the other 
watch,” when the articles were read out at £4 5s. 
That “fellow” in this case being Bro. Kelly, who 
was in the outerroom trying to bring a non- 
Unionist to a sense of his duty, and consequently 
did not hear the terms of engagement read; he 
signed the articles in good faith that a)l was right, 
indeed, one of his shipmates who had got an allot- 
ment note declared the wages were £4 10s., and 
offered to exhibit his note in proof of his state- 
ment. Bro. Kelly only became aware of the 
duplicity when he went on board with his clothes 
on sailing day, when he declined to proceed to sea, 
immediately communicating his reasons for so doing 
at the Union office, and claiming exemption from 
the usual fine imposed on members failing to join 
their ships. The secretary of the Branch declined 
to interfere, pointing out to the member that he 
was now bound to fulfil his -engagement, and 
strongly urging him to go in his ship; this he 
would not do, preferring to stand the consequence 
of his action by an appeal to the weekly general

It would seem that he wanted totry 
to take from the sailor all that it is possible.tordo 
without barefacedly putting his hand in his pocket, 
For instance, the captain buys shirts. which on 
average cost him from 3s. to 4s., and. for which, 
sailor pays 7s, 6d. to 9s, 6d:, each article: rangix 
accordingly, Here is an example of ‘a voyage 
during which the captain of a Canadian, ship mad 
from 100.-to 150 per cent, on each article; T 
crew came on board poorly fitted out, so,as a matter 
of course, they had to resort to the slop-chest ;: for 
sea boots, four or five shirts, two or three singlets, 
and drawers and smaller: articles,. Thé amonat 
ranged from £4. 10s. to £6,.the real -value-ashore 
being about £2, If this is not an example of 
wholesale robbery it would be really hard ‘to; 
one. It is my opinion that a Bill.onght.to be bi 
out limiting the captain to a certain percentage, and 
fixing a fair price between master and man, which 
would give satisfaction to all concerned, Again, 
as regards tobacco. Every person knows that Jack 
wouldas soon do without his breakfast as, without 
his pipe or quid of the beloved weed, so I think 
the fair price an important item in the amountot 
justice to. which he is entitled. Tobacco costs 
from 33, to 4s.,and even 4s. 6d. per. lb, on board 
ship, and 1 lb, every 21 days is about. the amount 
a man uses. Now this, on.a 9 months’ voyage makes 
quite a considerable hole in the pay-day of the 
sailor. It is bought out of bond for ship use ata 
cost of 1s. t> 1s. 2d. perlb., and for it he pays treble 
and sometimes more than that for his share o! it. 
It is certainly too bad that; captains are allowed to 
chargeso much. There ought to be a line draw 
here, and a limit of from 3d. to 6d. per Ib, in excess 
of whatit costs him be allowed. Not. only is the 
price infamous, but the seaman runs the chancet 
losing his tobacco when he enters an English port 
All these little things should be taken into com 
sideration in the way of dealing oat justice to

assistance. Mr. Gentles seconded the motion, which 
was carried, and it was agreed to offer a prize of £5 
forthe best system of rendering covles free from the 
danger of capsizing. 


A TeRRIBLE STORY OF EXPOSURE AND SUFFER- 
tx@.—The ‘five survivors from the wreck of the 
steamer Westbourne, which foundered near 
Theodosia on the 25th ult., arrived at Odessa on 
Dec, 10, by a Russian steamer. They are Captain 
Bennington, commander, George Nesbitt, A.B., H. 
Noel, A.B., W. Hines, A.B., and A. Padley, donkey- 
man, The Westbourne was owned by Messrs. 
Cammell, Woolf & Haigh, of Hull She had on 
board a cargo of linseed oil ani rapeseed, Durinz 
a heavy gale, the vessel lifted heavily and a heavy 
sea'swept off the hatchway tarpautins, and a sea- 
man named Arnold, who was drowned. Afterwards 
the verse} refused to answer her helm, and the 
hatches were washed off. A number of the crew 
made.a jump for the lifeboat and pulled her clear 
of the wreck. The ship at this time was on her 
beam-ends, and shortly afterwards turned keel 
upwards, | One man scrambled on to the keel, and 
the remainder were picked up, with the exception 
of four who went down with the ship, by the life- 
boat, whilst swimming about and floating on 
wreckage. A fireman died whilst being pulled into 
the boat and hia body was put overbuard. There 
were then 17 men in the boat, which was full of 
water, mountainous waves breaking right over her. 
The over-weighted boat was so deeply immersed, 
that with the greatest difficulty she was prevented 
from capsizing. The same difficult y was experienced 
. pulling, the oars being constantly unshipped 
tom the rowlocks. The lifeboat was then about 
45 miles from Theodosia, with wind and sea r.ght 

e y of the men gave up all hope, and 
Telused to pull, The cold was intense, and the 
unfortunate. men scantily clad.
